Rev. J. H. Walker 
is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John and Mary 
Elizabeth (Eaton) 
Walker. He was born 
March 6, 1900, at Del- 
hi, Louisiana, and 
christened John Her- 
bert Walker. Brother 
Walker acquired edu- 
cation in the follow- 
ing educational centers: Louisiana Polytechnic Institute, 1919-1920, Church 
of God Bible Training School, 1925-1927, Bob Jones College and Excuela Pan- 
americana, 1941. On October 14, 1926, he and Miss Blanche Erline Jinkerson, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John Jinkerson, charter members of the 
Church of God at Cantwell, Mo., were united in the holy bonds of sacred 
matrimony. God has blessed them with three children, John Herbert, Jr., 
born April 10, 1928, who is Missionary Overseer in Haiti; Sameul Edward, born 
Feb. 16, 1933, who is attending the University of Tennessee, and Grace Agatha, 
born August 13, 1934, who became Mrs. Russell Delatour on June 6. All are 
members of the Church of God. ’ 

Brother J. H. Walker was licensed October 24, 1925, and ordained January 
24, 1930. He served as assistant pastor at Dunn, Louisiana, 1919-22; assistant 
pastor at Monroe, Louisiana, 1923-25. He began his work as teacher and 
secretary-treasurer of the Church of God Bible Training School in 1927 and 
continued through 1930. At the Assembly of 1930, he was elected to serve 
as General Superintendent of Education; that is, President of the Bible 
Training School and General Superintendent of all schools throughout the 
Church. This position he held until the Assembly of 1935, when, like a bolt 
out of a clear sky, to him, we elected him to serve as General Overseer. Brother 
Walker filled faithfully this position with honor and great success for nine 
years. The Church realized remarkable growth in members, ministers, and 
churches, at home and abroad. At the Assembly of 1944 he was elected to 
serve again as President of Bible Training School which was then located at 
Sevierville, Tennessee. The following year he served as pastor of the Dallas, 
Texas, church, and in 1946, at the Assembly in Birmingham, Alabama, he 
was elected to serve as Editor-in-Chief of Church of God Publications. This 
office he filled until the Assembly of 1948, at which time he was appointed 
Executive Missions Secretary, which office he is still faithfully filling and 
serving. Yours truly succeeded him as Editor-in-Chief. 

He has shown great interest in the National Association of Evangelicals 
from its inception, and has been actively engaged in supporting and promot- 
ing it. He served until recently as a member of the Executive Board, and 
at this time he is a member of several of N. A. E.’s very responsible committees. 

In the course of Brother Walker’s extensive service for the Church of 
God in the Educational Department, as General Overseer, and as Executive 
Missions Secretary, he has not only wielded a great influence for the Church 
of God throughout the States and territories of the United States, but in 
many foreign countries as well. Very few men at the age of 52 have lived 
fuller, broader, and more effectively. Sister Walker deserves a large share 
of credit for all he has accomplished.—(Continued on page 11)

Think we’ll just drop in for a 
friendly chat with you today. It is 
sometimes hard to know just what 
news to write that will be of most 
interest to you. 

In May we drove over to the domini- 
can Republic to visit with the Altons 
and the mission work there. We found 
them getting along exceptionally well 
with the language and have already 
made many friends among the people. 

The girl who helps us in the kitchen 
was saved ea | and has been 
studying the Script 
teachings of the church in order to 
pass her examination for baptism. She 
could not read at first but began tak- 
J lessons so that she could read the 
Bible and hymn book. Last week she 
was to take her examinatian along 
with fifty others and she asked me to 
go testify that her life is good and 
that she “brings forth fruit meet for 
repentance.” It took about three hours 
to call up each candidate and ask 
such questions as: 

What is the New Birth? Give a Bible 
verse on repentance. 

What does the Church of God teach 
about tithing? 

How much should you tithe if you 
made $5.00 a month? 

What does water - -y~ signify? 

What is meant by the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost? etc. 

If the candidate seemed to know 
what the church taught and expected 
of its members, the preacher would 
then ask that someone living near 
the candidate stand and give testi- 
mony as to whether or not he proved 
by his daily life that he had been 
saved. After that the church members 
gave their vote. 

To many of you this procedure may 
seem strange as you have gone to 
church and Sunday School and have 
known from childhood what _ the 
church teaches and expects of its 
members. But one lady here answered 
that the Holy Spirit was a bird; (she 
had seen pictures of a dove). Classes 
are held in the churches once a week 
for those who have been saved and 
want to be baptized and join the 
church. A candidate for baptism is al- 
so a candidate for church member- 
ship. The right hand of fellowship is 
given immediately after the baptismal 
ceremony. That is why they are re- 
quired to show that their lives are 
clean and that they understand the 
teachings of the church. Another re-

quirement for baptism is that those 
living together must be legally mar- 
ried. They must declare before God 
and the public that “forsaking all 
others, I will be faithful to him-her 
until death does us part.” This is one 
of the main reasons why we have 
18,039 non-baptized believers and only 
7,119 baptized members—for various 
reasons many are not yet legally mar- 
ried. At conventions we usually have 
marriages in the morning and bap- 
tizing in the afternoon. 

Each four months we have a con- 


ference with our five district over- 
seers in which each gives a report of 
the activities of his district, and we 
discuss the problems and plans of the 
Church of God work in Haiti. The 
conference this week was very encour- 
aging. We examined seven preachers 
for evangelist’s license. There was a 
wonderful spirit of teamwork and co- 
operation. We are very proud of our 
Pastors for they are Godly men full 
of wisdom and zeal. Remember them 
in your prayers as their responsibili- 
ties are heavy.

In a recent report from Reverend 
and Mrs. Rex N. Green, missionaries 
to Nigeria, British West Africa, they 
tell of an outstanding conversion of 
a chief who was a Juju worshiper but 
was gloriously converted. 

“We praise God for continued bless- 
ing on the work. More converts are 
awaiting water baptism, and several 
have been baptized in the Holy Ghost. 
We had one outstanding case of a 
chief who was a Juju worshiper. The 
Lord has saved his soul, and he has 
taken his stand before all the people. 
He publicly burned his idol (which 
thing was a source of wonder to peo- 
ple for miles around.. Numbers used 
to come to consult the thing, they said 
it answered their questions). It was 
a great day, and he gave a feast to 
the Christians afterwards. Please pray 
for this man that he may be kept, also 
that he may receive the Holy Ghost. 
He has expressed his desire to go out 
and bear witness to what the Lord has 
done for him, and we feel that maybe 
the Lord will equip him and send him 
specifically to Juju worshipers with 
whom this dark province abounds. 

“He gave us his personal testimony 
one day, describing how his father 
had died believing in his idol and 
passed the thing on to him. He went 
on to show how gradually his faith in 
it became weaker and reached a cli- 
max when, one day, he was taking it 
over to someone’s feast by canoe, the 
canoe overturned and he was thrown 
into the water.

Later the Lord spoke to him by 
dreams, and eventually he came to 
the place where he made his stand 
for the Lord.” ;

SUMATRA—MARKET BOAT 


INDONESIA, another great field open to Christianity, but no one knows how long the Far East will stay 
open to the missionary. 

Indonesia has a population of 78,000,000, is an archipelago formerly known as the East Indies (Nether- 
lands), lying along the equator, between the Asiatic mainland and the Philippines, and Australia. Indonesia 
comprises about 3,000 islands, the five largest being Java (one of the most densely populated areas in the 
world, with 1,000 to the square mile), Sumatra, Western Borneo (Kalimantan), Celebes (Sulawesi) and Western 
New Guinea (Irian). Other large islands in the group are Bangka, Billiton, Madura, Bali, Lombok, Sumbawa, 
Sumba, and Timor. 

Ninety-three per cent of the inhabitants are Moslems; the remainder, Christians, Hindus, and Buddhists. 
Many languages are spoken. The official language is Bahasa Indonesia and is derived from Malay Pen- 


insula and Central Sumatra.

INDONESIA CALLING 


The latter part of February was 
momentous, a time of decision in my 
life, and also a very definite leading 
of God. I entered a new fellowship, 
the Church of God. So now my wife 
and I, with our six children, return to 
Indonesia as missionaries of the 
Church of God. 

It was very wonderful how the Lord 
guided us. I left my home country, 
New Zealand, in January with the 
purpose of creating interest and sup- 
port among Pentecostal —- in 
America. My own plans and thoughts 
were completely changed by the Spir- 
it’s leading when I met the Foreign 
Missions Board at Cleveland, Febru- 
ary 26. The same day I was accepted 
as a missionary to Indonesia, I re- 
ceived a letter from my wife in far- 
away New Zealand in which she said, 
“I believe the Lord is going to do 
something wonderful for us again.” He 
surely did, for here I am sailing back 
to New Zealand where we will all pro- 
ceed to Indonesia. 

Called to Missionary Work 

My wife made her consecration for 
missionary work in 1937, in a large 
missionary rally in the town hall, 
Wellington, New Zealand. My interest 
developed in 1936. From that time on 
I read every missionary experience 
and book I could find. My interest 
went from Brazil to Japan and then 
India. As these different fields bur- 
dened my heart over a period of years, 
the longing deepened. It was the 
Lord’s way of impressing deep within 
my soul the missionary vision, the 
need of the heathen world, the su- 
preme task of the church; namely, 
the evangelization of the world. 

The interest in Indonesia, then 
known as the Dutch East Indies, came 
at the beginning of the war. A party 
of eighteen missionaries, bombed out 
of Java, were returning to America 
via New Zealand. For three nights 
during their brief stay these mission- 
aries stirred the church, and, as my 
wife and I were concerned, a realiza- 
tion came—this was the field! Inci- 
dentally, two of the missionaries 
prayed the Lord would separate us to 
this field. They prayed this way after 
jog left New Zealand, unbeknowing 
O us. 

It seemed every effort, every step 
we made to fulfill the call within us 
was thwarted. Great mountainous ob- 
stacles loomed ahead of each move we 
made. It seems logical the devil will do 
his very best to stop this mighty 
ee, gospel of Christ reach- 
ing the heathen world. At the end of 
1948 we finally proceeded to Java. 

Pentecost Sweeps Java 
Over thirty years ago, two Dutch-

men were sent to Java from Bethel 
Temple, Seattle, Washington. Particu- 
larly under the great faith ministry 
of Brother Grosbeck, many were 
saved, healed and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. The revival reached the 
Indo-Dutch, the Chinese, and finally 
the Javanese themselves. The leader- 
ship was quickly placed in the hands 
of native men raised up of God. The 
work wonderfully spread. Many saints 
in Java were reached then into Su- 
matra, Borneo, and Celebes. Churches 
were established everywhere. Later 
the fire took hold in the Timorese 
Islands, the Moluccos, and other small 
islands. 

Today there is a large native or- 
ganization with a membership in the 
vicinity of 500 to 600,000 converts, with 
a ministry of nearly 1,000 preachers. 

This native work is entirely run by 
the Indonesians. It is self-supporting 
and self-propagating. All this is just 
a drop in a bucket among 80,000,000 
people. Millions have not been reached. 

It was with these native brethren 
we labored. Our first home was on the 
small island of Roti out in the eastern 
section of Indonesia. The Lord poured 
out his blessed Spirit upon the Roti- 
nese, especially during our last three 
weeks on Roti, when it pleased the 
Lord to baptize 50 with the Holy Ghost. 


Changed Lives 
Dyong Hwat Seng was the native 





leader on Roti. He was a worldly 
Chinese businessman, but Jesus came, 
and now his life is a wonderful testi- 
mony all over the Island. He is still in 
business but terribly neglects it, for 
his time is taken in gospel work. It is 
noteworthy that when many of the 
more ignorant people came down 
from the mountains to sell their 
copra, many of them prefer Dyong 
Hwat Seng to weigh their load, be- 
cause they know his dealings will be 
honest. They know also the other 
Chinese dealers will underweigh. 

Brother Suprapto is another fine 
type God is using. He is a Javanese. 
Eighteen years ago he was saved from 
Mohammedanism; today he has a 
church at Malong, Java, with a mem- 
bership of 600 people and 750 in Sun- 
day School. 


Dog’s Meat a’la Carte 

When the missionary visits remote 
villages he is ever on the alert at meal 
times for fear of some peculiar delica- 
cy. Often I’ve been caught napping 
and helped myself to chicken entrails 
nicely chopped up and cooked. One 
time it was a little humorous when 
we were dining with one of the kings 
of Roti. He had invited us to have a 
meeting in his home. Before sitting 
down to eat, a servant offered my 
wife a glass of water. Dorothy took 
the glass thinking it was to drink. The 
servant was perplexed. She then gave

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the king a glass and then came to me. 
I watched his Royal Highness take 
the glass, fill his mouth with water, 
rise and then spray the floor. So I did 
likewise, taking an extra large quan- 
tity of water and to the merriment 
of the visitors, lustily squirted it over 
the floor. But one of the most embar- 
rassing moments was when we were 
eating with a man of Sumatra. 
Among the many dishes was one of 
dog’s meat. He knew that white men 
did not eat dog, and the fellow had a 
strong nationalistic spirit and secretly 
delighted in having an opportunity 
like this. He offered us what he called 
good beefsteak, and we were too sur- 
prised and embarrassed to refuse. I 
held my breath and ate some dog’s 
meat. Say, it wasn’t too bad either! 
Never Heard Before 

It was a thrilling experience to 
open my Malay Bible at John 3:16 
and tell that man gee at my 
a the story that has thrilled mil- 
ions. 

This Timorese was in his late for- 
ties. He had come down from the 
mountains of the Island of Timor. I 
said, “Apa kamu belum dengah itu 
nama Jesus.” “What! have you not 
heard the name of Jesus?” The man 
sat amazed as he listened for the first 
time in his life to the gospel. Never 
before had he heard the name of Je- 
sus. He represents millions who are 
waiting, waiting, growing old waiting. 

The Power of Prayer 

Often you have heard missionaries 
emphasize the need of Christians at 
home praying for the missionary on a 
heathen field; yes, there have been 
times of malaria, sickness and dis- 
couragement, when we: have felt 
strength and virtue helping us, when 
our own prayers seemed so weak. I 
believe it has been the efforts of those 
praying saints in the homeland. We 
have felt their prayers. 

Many are the answers to prayer 
over there. One example comes to my 
mind. We were called to pray for a 
Chinese girl who was very ill with a 
fatal form of influenza. People were 
dying with it. As we gathered around 
her bed and hands were laid upon her, 
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the fever immediately left her. The 
anointing of the Spirit.came down. In 
about a week she was strong again. 
Through prayer and faith she was 
snatched from the jaws of death. 
The Standard of Education 

The Dutch, under their excellent 
administration, established schools 
throughout the Islands. Most children 
have a grade-school education, some, 
of course, going only half way 
through grade school. There are the 
more primitive groups that have not 
yet been reached with any form of 
education. In the cities of Java and 
other main islands, many go through 
high school, while those who can af- 
ford it are pursuing a professional ca- 
reer, going to a university. Some na- 
tives go to Holland to further their 
studies. 
To Those Who Would Go to Indonesia 

The field offers a challenge to the 
church; it is vast. Java is the most 
densely populated spot on the globe. 
The opportunities to the right type of 
missionary are many. Particularly 
teachers are needed, but there is a 


‘ place for others, too. There is a pio- 


neer work to be done in the eastern 
islands. Sumatra, too, has a tremen- 
dous need. The Malay language is not 
considered a hard one except by this 
missionary, maybe. 

We Have Fun, Too 

Because of the heat, the missionar- 
ies do not, as a rule, seek any vigor- 
ous relaxation from the burden of the 
work. There is lots of good fishing, but 
the sun is too hot. We love to drive 
to the hills. Maybe we enjoy most of 
all to sit in our rotan chairs under 
the trees in the cooler air of the eve- 
ning to talk and laugh, many of the 
laughs are against ourselves of some 
of the foolish language mistakes, of 
some Western joke given by way of 
illustration in preaching, only to fall 
flat on these oriental minds. 

One good characteristic of a mis- 
sionary who would be successful is to 
be able to laugh and have some fun. 
It drives away the homesickness. 
Many a time we have trekked across 
country after a meeting maybe three 
miles back to the road and the jeep.

The meeting had been blessed, seed 
was: sown, but now, as we stumble 
over those caval rocks and a 
the tropical growth, tired and thirsty, 
we laugh and shout, joke and feel 
good deep down inside. 
The Future 
No one knows how long the Far 
East will stay open to the missionary. 
China is closed. About Indonesia, we 
cannot say; but listen, the great thing 
is this, Indonesia is open now! Let us 
step in and build a work for God. Let 
us see churches established every- 
where. Listen to the soul of Indonesia 
crying for help—they need Jesus.

BOOKS 


Urgently Needed 


By D. B. Hatfield, Missionary to the 
Middle East 


The accompanying picture shows a 
few of our young people in Nicosia, 
Cyprus, assembled in the reading 
room we recently opened in connec- 
tion with the mission here. 

It was a touching scene, when we 
announced that we had a few books to 
loan, to see the onrush by —_ and 
thirsty young people, pressing 
to get a book before they were all 
gone. 

For years we have felt the need to 
open reading rooms where the people 
could come and learn what they need 
to know, where they could come and 
with free access read it for them- 
selves. 

These are thirsty lands, and the 
people are as thirsty in their souls for 
good literature as their soil is thirsty 
for rain.during the long dry and rain- 
less summers. 

Good literature is scarce in foreign 
lands, and yet it is a very effective 
medium in the hands of the mission- 
ary. Billy Sunday once said, “God 
could not be everywhere so He gave us 
mothers.” I think this thought could 
be truly applied to the mission field, 
for, as the missionary cannot be in all 
of his territory at the same time, if he 
has the right kind of books to place in 
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the hands of his people, his work will 

go on through his silent assistant, the 

printed page, of course aided by the 

re ing presence of the Holy 
pirit. 

As proof that these are dry and 
thirsty lands, listen to David: “My 
flesh longeth for thee in a dry and 
thirsty land where no water is,” Psalm 
63:1. But Isaiah steps forward with 
his encouraging prediction: ‘The 
parched ground shall become a pool 
and the thirsty land springs of water,” 
Isa. 35:7. 

I thought perhaps you would like 
to have ‘mr in helping to quench the 
thirst of a people who long ago fell 
by the wayside, and unfortunately 
was robbed of its heritage as posses- 
sors of the true gospel light. ‘ 

Our present collection of books is 





very small, limited to a few donated 
by friends here, and the rest bought 
by small offerings raised in our own 
services. If there is a generous re- 
sponse to our appeal, our reading room 
could be raised from the status of a 
reading room to a mission library. 
We can use all types of books that 
are truly evangelical and fundamen- 
tally sound. We also urgently need 
books that offer Bible helps; such as, 
commentaries, concordances, Bible 
dictionaries, and books that offer ex- 
positions on the Scripture. By such 
books we hope to help our young min- 
isters ‘better prepare themselves for 
their work on the field. Remember, we 
are not asking that you send us only 
new books, but they may be books 
from your own library that you would 
like to send to the mission field. 








GREAT REVIVAL IN HONOLULU 


In the past three weeks 21 souls 
have been saved, 19 sanctified, 18 bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost, 19 baptized 
in water, and 15 added to the church. 
Here again personal evangelism 
proved effective. 

The Hawaiian Islands, miles out in 
the Pacific Ocean, are only little dots 
on the map, but here many nationali- 
ties gather. The Church of God in 
Honolulu is made up of nine distinct 
races of people. Here the missionary 
studies the various traits of character 
and customs of people, who prefer the 
leadership of the consecrated Ameri- 
can missionary to that of their own 
people. But why not? The American 
missionary, being American and a lov- 
er of his country, must remember that 
his vision must be world-wide and 
that he is not to “Americanize” but 
“Christianize” all nations. Like the 
apostle Paul, be all things to all peo- 
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ple that he may gain some (souls). 

Reverend and Mrs. Grier Hawkins 
took training for work in China; but, 
the doors being closed, they gladly ac- 
cepted Hawaii. Here they work not 
only a the Chinese, but the Jap- 
anese, Philippines, Samoians, and oth- 
ers. Brother and Sister Hawkins’ first 
term to Hawaii was shortened because 
of illness, but this term they have 
been blessed with good health and a 
very fruitful ministry.

Reverend Walker, missionary to In- 
donesia, visited Honolulu in returning 
to his field, spending 3 very profitable 
days’ ministry there, during which 
time several confessed salvation and 
7 were baptized with the Holy Ghost.

GOOD NEWS FROM LEE SCHOOL, 
UTILA, HONDURAS 


W. R. McCall, Missionary 


Principal, William R. McCall; teach- 
ers: Frances McCall, Lucille McCutch- 
en, and Phyla Bodden—a splendid 
team doing an outstanding job. 
Brother McCall writes: 

Our summer vacation from school is 
swiftly drawing to a close. In four 
more weeks the new term will open. 
We feel that we shall have the greatest 
year in the history of Lee School. In 
spite of the fact that the Island is in 
the worst financial condition it has 
been in for many years, we have 57 
students enrolled this term. 

If our present plans work out, we 
shall add a music and handcraft de- 
partment this year. We are adding an- 
other teacher to our staff. She is a 
very capable young lady who is a na- 
tive of the Island. She will teach mu- 
sic to the lower grades and handcraft 
to the upper-grade girls, while I teach 
the upper-grade boys. For the remain- 
der of the day she will be training in 
the regular academic subjects. We 
hope to use her as a regular teacher 
next year. 

Splendid Cooperation 

The people have been so wonderful 
to give. The price of coconuts has 
gone down to $20 a thousand (not 
long ago it was $40), and the factories 
have stopped buying copra. There is 
no work here for the people to do, 
and still they give! It makes my heart 
bleed to see the people give so when I 
know they don’t even have enough to 
eat. Yet, we know God loves a cheer- 
ful giver, and they do it because they 
love God. 
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Bird’s-Eye View of Summer Work 


I should like to give you just a 
bird’s-eye view of our summer work. 
A week after school was out, I went 
to La Ceiba and spent the week 
searching for a place to have services. 
After walking the streets for four 
days, I finally located a vacant build- 
ing suitable for a chapel, with two 
rooms where we could live. It wasn’t 
a real nice place, but it cost $30 a 
month. We moved quite a few things 
over so we could stay right with the 
work. Sister McCutchen and my wife 
stayed the first two weeks, with a 
Daily Vacation Bible School and re- 
vival. Then I went over to hold the 
last week of the revival. My wife has 
stayed all summer (it is summer here) 
because she was the only one who 
could play her accordion. Sister Mc- 
Cutchen and I have taken turn about, 
one of us would take care of the 
church here for two weeks while the 
other took care of the work in La 
Ceiba. Up to the time I came back 
here a week ago there had been about 
30 people to confess salvation. How- 
ever, most of them are transcients 
and do not continue to come. Many 
of them work out on the line and only 
come into town occasionally. So far 
our actual regular group is very small. 
Those who are saved will have to have 
much teaching to get them to be true 
Christians. I feel that we have plant- 
ed a great many seeds and have done 
a good work. We have not really ac- 
complished what I wanted to accom- 
plish this summer; that is, to get 
someone saved who would open their 
house to us for Spanish services. As it 
is, we shall be unable to continue the 


work during school time. If we had 
a house to have the services in, I be- 
lieve we could keep the work going 
with an occasional visit. 

We do have a place to have Eng- 
lish-speaking services. The last time 
I was in La Ceiba the mother of one 
of my church members there opened 
her house to us. I had services there, 
and I believe Sister McCutchen wrote 
that she had another service there this 
week. One girl was saved in my first 
service. I think we can have a large 
es colored work in La 
Ceiba. 

I don’t think we will lose much of 
what we have done by closing the 
work in La Ceiba until someone can 
come to take over permanently. The 
time that we should be over there 
working, we will have to be over here 
teaching. 

Pray that God will lead us in what 
we need to do.

Greatest in History 

The annual meeting was held in 
Pretoria, the capital city, and the 
large auditorium, I understand, seats 
over 3,000. In many of the services the 
building was crowded to its limit. God 
marvelously blessed the camp meeting 
and congress. The statistics reveal 
that 4,257 souls were won to God this 
last year, of which 3,260 were non- 
Europeans; 58 persons were baptized _~ 
with the Holy Ghost during the meet- 
ing. The mission offering on the floor 
was almost six times what it was last 
year. Brother Changuion, secretary to 
the mission board, writes, “The year 
1951 has been one of the most out- 
standing years in the history of this 





“church. I am so glad Brother Saay- 


man brought Brother J. H. Walker 
and.dear Brother H. L. Chesser to 
South Africa to arrange this amalga- 
mation. The evidence of God’s seal on 
this issue is to be found in the prog- 
ress which has been made in every de- 
partment of the church. To God be 
all the glory.” 

The mission offering throughout the 
whole Church in South Africa was in- 
creased 68 per cent this last year. Rev- 
erend W. A. Andersen’s recent visit to 
the States is already bearing fruit. 
The Springs church where Brother 
Andersen pastors is now the model 
contributor to the mission cause, with 
his local church breaking all previous 
records for missions, paying between 
$200, $300 and $400 a month now for 
missions. 

Missions Presentation—Greatest 

There were exhibits from Rhodesia, 
Nysaaland, Levubye, Swaizaland, 
Transvaal, South Africa, West Africa, 
and the Indian work in Natal by pas- 
tor J. F. Rowlands. The Indian work 
has a membership of over 6,000, the 
largest individual Indian Protestant 
work in South Africa and of any de- 
nomination, perhaps the largest Pro-

get sinners to come near the church, 
so we have to go out and win them 
one by one. It’s quite different from 
the homeland, but with determination 
and the leadings of the Lord we have 
seen the work here more than dou- 
bled in attendance in the past year. 
The precious people we have here have 
been so good to us since we returned, 
and have been working faithfully to 
see the gospel promoted in the Islands. 

Perhaps it would be of interest to 
know that there are 35 different holi- 
ness groups in the one city of Honolu- 
lu. Of course, many times the people 
have lowered the standard, and there 
are many things that we holiness peo- 
ple must prove by good living. But I 
am grateful that the Church of God 
has a clean record and is above re- 
proach in this country. We are regis- 
tered with our Better Business Bur- 
eau here, which is the same as the 
Chamber of Commerce, and our 
church is recognized more by the of- 
ficials of the territory. So you can see 
that under pressing conditions the 
Lord is still prospering the work, and 
I know we are going to be able to 
spread out more within the next few 
years. 

We are fortunate to have a large 
bus donated, and also the gas and oil, 
for us to bring people to Sunday 
School. This has never been done be- 
fore in the territory, so we are thank- 
ful to God for answered prayer in that 
we are able to have transportation un- 
til we -can find a bus to purchase of 
our own. Every bus in the vgn f is 
in use, and we cannot afford to buy 
a new one here. Our Sunday School 
has been in a drive, and we have 
combed every. possible plan, it seems, 
to get enough to buy a bus. We have 
now almost $900 on a bus, and we 
want a good one, as the bodies deteri- 
orate rapidly here because of the salt 
air. We wonder what a new bus would 
cost in the States. Perhaps we could 
work to get that amount. We would 
like at least a 30-passenger bus. We 
do not care for the huge city bus, as 
it takes too much gas, but would like 
something on the order of the school 
bus they have in the States. 

We have a Hawaiian man in the 
church, Bro. Kupaka, who is a faith- 
ful worker in our prison services and 
open-air meetings on Sunday after- 
noon. He came to us a little over a 
month ago and wanted to work, aside 
from his regular job, to raise enough 
money to pay off two debts of the 
church, which amounted to about 
$800. He worked for about 4 weeks and 
was able to get this amount from do- 
nations throughout the city. 

We are yo, Hage od for our con- 
vention in July. We plan, by the help 
of the Lord, to double our membership 
in the next year and to spread out in- 
to new fields. We have felt the need 
of finance to pay rent on some shelter 
for services in other cities. However, 
we must go ahead and start out in 
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the open and trust that the Lord will 
supply our need. I do remember so 
well the first revival I ever conducted 
in the Islands of Hawaii. It was out in 
the open air, and many times the 
seekers would get wet from the show- 
ers of rain that are frequent at nights 
here, but the Lord gave us 14 souls, 
and with that number we built the 
church we now have. 

We were so glad to have our Brother 
Dal Walker with us for three days. 
It was an inspiration to the people 
here to see more workers coming to 
the Pacific area.—Yours for the cause 
of Christ, Brother and Sister Hawkins. 

Please pray for our work in Hawaii. 
There are: openings on several of the 
islands. Pray that laborers will reap 
in these needy fields—J. H. W.

The outlook is good 
in the training of nationals to meet 
their own people. This is one of the 
most effective ways to spread the gos- 
pel to the outer fields and parts of 
the world. 
J. H. Saayman, Moderator, Writes: 

“The dear and gracious Lord wen- 
derfully blessed us. It was the best 
convention ever. This is what every- 
body says. We had the hall that seat- 
ed 3,000 people, and it was just about 
full always. The natives and the white 
people stand united with us in the 
amalgamation. Praise be unto the 
Lord and hallelujah! I believe a very 
conservative number would be 35,000 
at the amalgamation, plus the 4,257 
new members for 1951, making a total 
of 39,257; the total valuation of prop- 
erties, $580,000.”

The Church Is the Body of Christ 
The Holy Scripture describes the 
church as the symbolic body of Christ. 
“And gave himself to be the head over 
all things to the church, which is his 
body,” Eph. 1:22, 23. “And he is the 
head of the body, the church ... for 
his body’s sake, which is the church,” 
Col. 1:18, 24. Since He has only one 
body, naturally there can be only one 
church. “Many members, yet but one 








body,” 1 Cor. 12:20. 

The reason it is symbolically called 
His body is because His Spirit controls 
it. The Spirit that was in Him is in it. 
It demonstrates His life and His na- 
ture. 2 Peter 1:4; 2 Cor. 4:11; Eph. 
2:21, 22. It is both dead and alive— 
dead to sin but alive unto God. It is 
part of God’s household. God Himself 
is its Father. 

Its Name Is of Divine Inspiration 

The name “Church of God” is not 
a human title, because it is not a hu- 
man institution, although human be- 
ings are its members. It is Christ’s 
spiritual bride. “I am jealous over you 
with godly jealousy: for I have es- 
poused you to one husband, that I 
may present you as a chaste virgin to 
Christ,” 2 Cor. 11:2. The bride always 
takes the name of her husband’s fa- 
ther. “For this cause I bow my knees 
unto the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named,” Eph. 
3:14, 15. The Father’s name is God, 
hence the legal name for His church 
is CHURCH OF GOD. Our Lord Jesus 
prayed just before leaving this world 
that the church might be kept in His 
name, that they all might be one. 
John 17. 

We Are All Members of This Church 

Now, therefore, “hath God set the 
members every one of them in the 
body, as it hath pleased him,” 1 Cor. 
12:18. He put some in to fill one place 
and some to fill another place, but He 
puts them all in “every one of them.” 
“And God hath set some in. the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings,” 1 
Cor. 12:28. Each one of us being added 
to the church, which is Christ’s body, 
will become a living member of the 
same, and will execute its function 
according to the plans of the Holy 
Spirit who operates in and through 
us. Being members of the same bodily 
system, we have to drink in the same 
Spirit and cannot continue to be in- 
fluenced or inspired by strange ideol- 
ogies that have no relations or con- 
sents from the Head of the Church, 
that is Christ. “By one Spirit are we 
all baptized into one body ... and 
have been all made to drink into one 
Spirit,” 1 Cor. 12:13. Sectism and di- 
visions among the people of God is 
unscriptural and not His final will for 
His church. “God hath tempered the 
body together . . . that there should 
be no schism in the body; but that 
the members should have the same 
care one for the other,” 1 Cor. 12:24, 
25. God, our heavenly Father, wants 
us, therefore, to separate from all 
worldly connections and sanctify our- 
selves as clean members in His great 
universal church. “Wherefore, come 
out from among them, and be ye sep- 
arate, saith the Lord, and touch not 
the unclean thing; and I will receive 
you, and will be a Father unto you, 
and ye shall be my sons and daugh- 
ters, a the Lord Almighty,” 2 Cor.
